No. SY-37(5y67. — 1. The Government of India set np a 
Ship Ancillary Industries Committee to 1957 to advise the 
Government on the steps to be taken to encourage the Indi- 
genous production of materials and ancillary equipment tat 
shlpbuUotog and shlprepairing industries. Th& Committee has 
submitted two reports one in September, 1959 and the other 
in April, 1966 and have recommended toe various steps that 
should be taken for toe manufacture of ship ancillanea to 
India. 
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2. In addition to the above, a CouncU known as the Central 
(Vd-viaory Council for ShipbuildinR and ship-repairinji was set 
up vide the late Ministry of Transport Notification, No, SY- 
Z2(13)/60 dated the 24th March, 1964 to advise the Govern- 
ment on 'all matters relating to shipbuilding and ship- 
repairing industries including their developments. 

3. The National Conference on Shipping, Ship-building and 
Ports, held in New Dellii, in December, 1967, took note of 
iho work done by the above mentioned Committee for pro- 
moting the development of shipbuilding, shiprepairs and marine 
ancillary industries. The Conference felt that in view of the 
fact that the problems faced by the shipbuilding and ship- 
repair induces were becoming increasingly complex from 
thie point of view of procurement of raw materials and equip- 
ment, Bsslniment of requisite priorities for the requirement 
of shipbuilding and shiprepairs, coordination among the 
Governmental and other agencies, it was necessa^ that a 
Standing Committee be set up in place of the existing Com- 
mittee to formulate and recommend measures to overcome 
the difilculties. The Government have accepted this recom- 
mendation and have decided to set up the Standing Com- 
mittee for Shipbuilding, Shlprepalr.s and Ship Ancillaries, The 
functions of this Committee wUl be to advise the Central 
Government on : — 

(1) all matters relating to shipbuilding, shiprepairing and 
ship ancillary industries including their development; 

(il) such other matters as the Central Government may 
refer to the Committee for advice from time to time, 

4. The Committee may consult the shipowners, representa- 
tives of the ahipbuilding and shiprepairing industries and, if 
necessary, examine their representatives as witnesses during 
the course of their deliberations. They have also been autho- 
rised to invite and examine, with prior permission of the 
Government, one or two foreign experts on particular pro- 
blems. Further they may co-opt knowledgeable and practical 
persons from among the shipowners and of other connected 
interests.

Bombay and Shalimar Works Ltd., Calcutta. 

4. Three representatives of shipping companies— one to the 
nominated by the Shipping Corporation of India and two by 
Indian National Steaniship Owners Association (1 from Cal- 
cutta and the other from Bombay), 

5. A representative of Indian Engineering Association 
(Shipbuilding and Shiprepair Division) Bombay. 

6. A representative of the Ministry of Finance. 

7. The Chief Surveyor with the Government of India, 
Bombay. 

8. The Nautical Adviser to the Government of India, Bom- 
bay. 

9. The Director General 6f Technical Development or bis 
representative. 

10. Shri S. Kasturl, Director (Mechanical), Ministry of 
Transport and Shipping. 

Member-Secretary — 1 

11. Director (Projects) Ministry of Transport and Shipping. 

6. The Committee shall have power to co-opt any other 
member as and when required. 

7. The Committee will meet as and when necessary and 
submit report/s to the Government on, its work and recom- 
mendations, 

8. The official and non-official members will be entitled to 
DA/TA as admissible under the Central Government rules 
issued from time to time. However, the official memben 
will draw their TA/DA from their respective Departments/ 
officers, etc. The members of the Committee will not be 
entitled to any other remuneration. 

9. The Committee will have its Headquarters at New 
Delhi In the Ministry of Transport and Shipping (Transport 
Wing).
